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REMARKS 

Claims 6-13 are present in this application. Claims 1-5 have been 
canceled. Claims 6 and 13 are independent. 

Applicants submit that the new claims 6-13 are supported by the 
specification. For example, the overall invention is described on page 8, 
line 6, to page 11, line 17. The step of performing a transient detection is 
described in the specification in terms of a function of the transient- 
detector 401. The step of determining a codebook is described in the 
specification in terms of a function of the codebook generator 405. The 
sub-steps of the determining step are described with respect to Figure 
7a. The step of searching for a synchronization point in a codebook is 
described in the specification with respect to loop 609 in Figure 6 and 
with respect to Figure 7b. The step of generating a current output 
segment is described on page 9, lines 20-21, and on page 10, lines 7-8. 
Claims 9 and 10 are described with respect to Figure 7a. Claim 11 is 
described on page 9, line 25. Thus, Applicants submit that no new 
matter has been added.
